punishment under the new law, 
which was drawn up by the three 
German provincial minister-presi- 
dents in the zone and provides 
for trial of the cases by German 
courts. 

The law specifies varying de 
grees of guilt for Germans who 
aided Hitler, ranging from major 
offenders to minor cases classi- 
fied as “followers.” Major offend- 
ers are liable to as much as 10 
vears in a labor camp, confisca- 
tion of property and loss of all 
rights for a minimum of 10 years, 
including the right to own an au- 
tomobile. The minimum erentence 
for major offenders is two years. 

On American Intentions. 

Gen. Ciay said the American 
Military Government was deter- 
mined to see that the sentences 
were carried out. Asked if this 
meant the Americans definitely 
intended to stay in Germany, he 
replied: 

“As faras the Military Govern. 
ment .can commit the United 
States, yes.”

WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP) 
—The United States today called 


for an “open door” policy in Man-/,

joint Soviet-Chinese control of in- 
dustries there. 

Secretary of State Byrnes made 
known this government's attitude 
by releasing a note which he sent 
to both Chungking and Moscow 
Feb. 9. In this, he expressed con- 
cern about the possible establish- 
ment of exclusive Soviet-Chinese 
control over Manchurian enter- 
prises. 

Such a policy, Byrnes wrote, 
would be “contrary to the prin- 


ciple of the open door” and would} 


constitute. clear discrimination 
against Americar 
join in Manchuria’g industrial fo 
velopment. Byrnes also made p 
lie the Chinese Foreign Off

Byrnes told reporters Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s authority as 
supreme commander of Allied 
forces in the Far East extends 
to Manchuria and other parts of 
China where Japanese troops 
were stationed. 

No Reply by Russia, 

The Chinese note was in reply 
to the American communication 
of Feb. 9. The Soviet Union has 
not replied, 

Byrnes said the United States 
would send another message to 
Moscow on the Manchurian situa- 
tion. Preliminary signs indicated 
the American position would be in 
support of the Chinese govern- 
ment, 

The Chinese note stated: 

1. On Jan, 21, 1946 the Soviet 
Government told the Chinese 
Government that it regarded as 
“war booty” for Soviet forces all 
Japanese enterprises in China's 
northeastern provinces which 
had served the Japanese army, 
The Chinese Government reject- 
ed this Soviet definition of war 
booty. 

(On this point Byrnes did not 
comment directly today but he 
previously had said that the 

inited States does not consider 
any country has the right to 
decide without Allied agreement 
what war booty it may take.) 

2: In another memorandum: to

Churchill did not make an ap- 
pearance. Members of his party 
said he had remained in bed.

The Churchill-Truman train ar- 
rived in Jeffersan City, the termi- 
nus of its run from Washington, 
at 11:20 a.m. After a brief greet-

BYRNES - DENIES: 
TALK WITH TRUMAN 
ON RESIGNATION 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP) 
—Secretary of State Byrnes de- 
nied yesterday a published report 
that he had informed President 
Truman he wished to resign. A 
White House spokesman also said 
there was no foundation for the 
story. 

The report was published in a 
syndicated story by Constantine 
Brown. The story also said there 
were reports in well-informed dip- 
lomatic quarters that Gen. George 
C. Marshall, the Army’s wartime 
chief of staff and now ambassador 
in China, would succeed Byrnes. 

The State Department issued 
this statement: 

“In answer to a question as to 
the report appearing in today’s 
(Washington) Evening Star that 
the Secretary of @tate had told

LONDON, March 5 (UP). 
A tte Hous EDEN denied in 


the House of Commons to-

Citing Churchill’s speeches 
from the day Russia was at- 
tacked, Eden said there was 
“nothing in which he is more 
sincere than his desire for good 
relations with the Soviet Union. 
And frankly I think this is the 
desire of everybody in this 
country.” 

Official sources said Church- 
ill spoke as an individual, and 
denied implications that his ad- 
dress had the approval of the 
British Government,

Children were perched on roofs, 
windows along the route were oc- 
cupied and sidewalks were packed 
from curb to building line.

The crowd was animated and 
flags and pennants fluttered as 
the caravan of about 30 automo- 
biles moved through Court street 
to the Courthouse.

HE text of former British Prime Minister Winston Churchill's 
address at Westminster College today: 


I am giad to come to West- 
minster College this afternoon and 
am complimented that you should 
give me a degree. The name 
“Westminster” is somewhat fa- 
miliar to me. I seem to have 
heard of it before. Indeed it was 
at Westminster that I received a 
very large part of my education in 
politics, dialectic, rhetoric and one 
or two other things. 

It is also an honor, perhaps al- 
most unique for a private visitor, 
to be introduced to an academic 
audience by the President of the 
United States. Amid his heavy 
burdens, duties and responsibili- 
ties—unsought but not recoiled 
from—the President has traveled 
a thousand miles to dignify and 
magnify our meeting here today 
and give me an opportunity of 
addressing this kindred nation, as 
well as my own countrymen 
across the ocean and perhaps 
some other countries too, The 
President has told you that it is 
his wish, as I am sure it is yours, 
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hung and not merely a cockpit in 
a Tower of Babel. Before we cast 
away the solid assurances of na- 
tional armaments for self-preser- 
vation, we must be certain that 
our temple is built not upon shift- 
ing sands or quagmires, but upon 
the rock, 

Anyone with his eyes open can 
see that our path will be difficult 
and also long, but if we persevere 
together as we did in the two

When American military men 
approach some serious situation 
they are wont to write at the head 
of their directive the words, “over- 
all strategic concept.”

What, then, is the 
over-all strategic concept which 
we should inscribe today? It is 
nothing less than the safety and 
welfare, the freedom and progress 
of all the homes and families of 
all the men and women in all the 
lands. And here I speak particu- 
larly of the myriad cottage or 
apartment homes, where the wage- 
earner strives amid the: accidents 
and difficulties of life, to guard 
his wife and children from priva- 
tion and bring the family up in 
the fear of the Lord or upon ethi- 
cal conceptions which often play 
their potent part. 

To give security to these count- 
less homes they must be shielded 
from the two gaunt marauders— 
war and tyranny. We all know 
the frightful disturbance in which 
the ordinary family is plunged 
when the curse of war swoops 
down upon the bread-winner and 
those for whom he works and con- 
trives. The awful ruin of Europe, 
with all its vanished glories, and 
of large parts of Asia, glares in 
our eyes. When the designs of 
wicked men or the aggressive 
urge of mighty states dissolve, 
over large areas, the frame of 
civilized society, humble folk are 
confronted with difficulties with 
which they cannot cope. For them 
all is distorted, broken or even 
ground to pulp. 

When I stand here this quiet 
afternoon I shudder to visualize 
what is actually happening to 
millions now and what is going 
to happen in this period when 
famine stalks the earth. None can 
compute what has been called 
“the unestimated sum of human 
pain.” Our supreme task and duty 
is to guard the homes of the com- 
mon people from the horrors and 
miseries of another war. We are 
all agreed on that.

In these states, 
control is enforced upon the com- 
mon people by various kinds of 
all-embracing police governments, 
to a degree which is overwhelm- 
ing and contrary to every princi- 
ple of democracy. The power of 
the state is exercised without ‘e- 
straint, either by dictators or by 
compact oligarchies operating 
through a privileged party and a 
political police, 

It is not our duty at this time, 
when difficulties are so numerous, 
to interfere forcibly in the inter- 
nal affairs of countries whom we 
have not conquered in war, but 
we must never cease to proclaim 
in fearless tones the great, princi- 
ples of freedom and the rights of 
man, which are the joint inher- 
itance of the English-speaking 
world and which, through Magna 
Carta, the Bill of Rights, the ha- 
beas corpus, trial by jury and the 
English common law find their 
most famous expression in the 
Declaration of Independence. 

All Peoples’ Rights. 

All this means that the people 
of any country have the right and 
should have the power by consti- 
tutional action, by free, unfettered 
elections, with secret ballot, to 
choose or change the character or, 
form of government under which 
they dwell, that freedom of speech 
and thought should reign, that’ 
courts of justice independent of | 
the executive, unbiased by any, 
party, should administer laws 
which have received the broad as- 
sent of large majorities or are 
consecrated by time and custom. 
Here are the title deeds of free- 
dom, which should lie in every 
cottage home. Here is the mes- 


ternal association requires not 
only the growing friendship and 
mutual understanding between 
our two vast but kindred systems 
of society but the continuance of 
the intimate relationships between 
our military advisers, leading to 
common study of potential dan- 
gers, similarity of weapons and 
manuals of instruction and inter- 
change of officers and cadets at 
colleges. It should carry with it 
the continuance of the present fa- 
cilities for mutual security by the 
joint use of all naval and air force 
bases in the possession of either 
country all over the world. 

This would perhaps double the 
mobility of the American Navy 
and Air Force. It would greatly 
expand that of the British Em- 
pire forces and it might well lead, 
if and as the world calm down, 
to important financial savings. Al- 
ready we use together a large 
number of islands; more may well 
be entrusted to our joint care in 
the near future. 

The United States already has a 
permanent defense agreement with 
the Dominion of Canada, which Is 
so devotedly attached to the Brit- 
ish commonwealth and empire. 
This agreement is more effective 
than many of those which have 
often been made under formal al- 
lianees, This principle should be 
extended to alt the British com- 
monwealths wi full reciprocity. 
Thus, whate appens, and thus 
only we shall be secure ourselves 
and able to work together for the 
high and simple causes that are 
dear to us and bode no ill to any. 
Eventually there may come the 
principle of common citizenship 
but that we may be content to 
leave to destiny, whose out- 
stretched arm so many of us can 
clearly see. 

There is however an Jmportant 
question we must ask “ourselves. 
Would a special relationship be- 
tween the United States and the 
British Commonwealth be incon- 
sistent with our over-riding loyal- 
ties to the world organization? I 
reply that on the contrary, it is 
probably the only means by which 
that organization will achieve its 
full stature and strength. There 
are already the special ‘United 
States .relations with Canada and 
between the United States and the 
South American republics.

Wage increases for nearly 7000

The request came at a time 
when the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment is considering a 
recommendation by Budget Di- 
rector E. G. Schubkegel that huge 
reductions be made in depart- 
mental requests for operating ex- 
penditure in the next fiscal year, 
which begins next month. 


Schubkegel reported that _ re- 
quests already exceed by $4,587,000 
appropriations for the current 
year and by nearly $6,000,000 the 
estimated revenue for next year. 

Scearce said he had expected 
such a request because “it comes 
every year” and expressed a wish 
that the city “had that kind of 
money.” He said the union’s plan 
would be referred to the Civil 
Service Commission for study. 

Although the plan covers only 
the first 19 salary grades for job 
classifications established by the 
personnel department, all of the 
city’s 7955 employes in 32 salary 
grades would be affected, Scearce 
said, because “you can’t raise the 
Jower grades without raising the 
upper ones, too.” 

_ The period of time for reaching 
maximum wage rates would be re- 
duced from 48 months to 30 under 
the proposal. 

The requested wage increases 
range from $15 to $25 a month for 
employes paid on a monthly basis, 
and from 25 per cent to 37% per 
cent for those paid on a daily or 
hourly basis. 

The $25 monthly increase is 
sought for employes in the first 
nine salary grades in which wages 
range from $98 to $115 for the 
lowest pay classification and from 
$143 to $165 for the highest; the 
$20 monthly increase is asked for 
grades 10 through 18. in which 
the wages range from $151 to $176 
and $210 to $250, and the $15 
monthly. increase is requested for 
grade 19 in which present wages 
range from $220 to $260.

Churchill, during this tour by 
the President, remained in his 
Pullman putting the finishing 
touches on the speech he will de- 
liver today at Westminster College. 

This was the President’s first 
trip to his home state by rail, and 
a holiday atmosphere prevailed. 

As he walkedethrough the cars 
from his special car, he shook 
hands with each member of the 
party. Reaching the car nearest 
the locomotive, he expressed the 
desire to see how the train op- 
erated. 

Conductor E. M. Marcum of Bal- 
timore showed him the way into 
the cab of the diesel. After chat- 
ting a moment with Engineer J. L. 
Rock of Baltimore and Fireman 
C. J. Harry of Lansdale, Md., the 
President took over for his brief 
“Casey Jones” role. 

Later, he bashfully denied that 
he “really” had operated the big 
locomotive, saying he just wanted 
to see what made the wheels turn. 

At Keyser, W. Va., President 
Truman went to the observation 
platform and waved to a small 
crowd which had gathered to 
watch the passing of the presi- 
dential special. 

From their Pullman, the Presi- 
dent and Churchill gazed at the 
sun-swept hills near Harpers 
Ferry, W. Va., which reminded the 
former Prime Minister of the Civil 
War history of the United States. 

Displaying a detailed knowledge 
of the subject, Churvhill delighted 
the President. He recalled that 
Gen. Stonewall Jackson had cap- 
tured the stores of Gen, George 
McClellan of the Union forces at 
Harpers Ferry. 

He then recited, in full, John 
Greenleaf Whittier’s poem about 
the heroine, Barbara Frietchie, 
who defied Jackson. As Mr. Tru- 
man nodded enthusiastic approval, 
the former Premier dramatically 
intoned: 

“Up from the meadow rich with 
corn, clear ih the cool September 
morn, the village spires of Fred- 
erick stand.” And then: 

“Who harms a hair of yon gray 
head dies like a dog.” 

Churchill gave particularly deep 
emphasis to the famous line: 
“Shoot if you must this old gray 
head, but spare your country’s 
flag, she said.” 

The British guest was reminded 
of a trip he made with the late 
President Roosevelt to the latter’s 
“Shangri-La” near Thurmont, Md. 
He said that as he and Mr. Roose- 
velt were passing through Fred- 
erick, Md., Mr. Roosevelt pointed 
out the Frictchie home. 

Following the impromptu semi- 
nar on American history, Tru- 
man completed the draft of a 
speech he will make in Columbus, 
O., tomorrow at noon to a special 
meeting of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America. 
Churchjll will not stop at Colum- 
bus with the President, but will 
continue on to Washington by 
train. Mr. Truman plans to fly 
to the capital from Columbus. 

The subject of the President's 
Columbus address is “The Place 
of Religion 
mocracy.” 

Jefferson Cty Reception. 

When the presidential special 
arrived in Jefferson City this 
morning Churchill and Mr. Tru- 
man received a rousing reception. 
“There’s Winnie,” anexcited girl 
exclaimed as she caught a glimpse 
of Churc:ill’s bald head in the 
observation car, 

wth a cigar in one hand and 
a gold-tipped cane in the other, 
Churchill presented a natty figure 
as he stepped from the train. He 
grinned and doffed his hat in 
response to applause. President 
Truman hailed a few friends he 
recognized. 

Gov. Donnelly and Dr. McCluer, 
with other members of the official 
welcoming committee, led the vis- 
itors to waiting automobiles. Pres- 
ident Truman insisted Churchill 
take off his hat. To Missourilans, 
Harry Truman was a familiar 
sight, but the short bulldog of a 
man who led Britain to victory 


through the darkest days of the 
empire was something else. Most 
of the cheering and applause was 
directed at Churchill, and the 
President by his manner made it 
clear that he was willing to let 
his guest have the spotlight. 

The line of automobiles wound 
through flag-decked streets which 
were patrolled by armed state 
guardsmen, who also had held 
back the crowds at the station. 
The parade of automobiles passed 
the Missouri State Capitol. 

Churchill and the President sat 
atop the back seat of an open car 
and waved to the bystanders, lin- 
ing both sides of the 18-block 
parade route. Jefferson City 
schools declared a holiday, and 
children sat on curbs, their par- 
ents standing in back of them 
keeping watchful eyes on the 
more enthusiastic ones. 

The atttomobile in which the 
President and Churchill rode was 
the President’s big low-slung Car, 
which has been sent ahead from 
Washington. The phaeton offered 
by the City of St. Louis failed to 
meet Secret Service requirements. 

In front of the President and 
the former Prime Minister were 
Gov. Donnelly, Dr. McCluer and 
Gen. Vaughan. The President 
waved his right hand over the 
heads of Secret Service men who 
hung on the sides of the machine. 

In the luggage compartment of 
Gov. Donnelly’s limousine were 
gifts for the visitors—a box of 
50 lon , black Havana cigars, 
Churchill’s favorites, for the 
former Prime Minister, and a Cole 
county hickory-smoked country 
ham, weighing about 20 pounds, 
for.

Vivian Truman, brother of the 
President, joined the official party 
in Jefferson City.

ASHPIT CONTROL 
BILL URGED BY 
“INQURY GROUP 


City Department Heads 
Recommend Legislation 
by Aldermen to Pre- 
vent Overflow.

Introduction in the Board of Al- 
dermen of a bill to control use of 
ashpits by prohibiting their being 
filled to overflowing was recom- 
mended yesterday by a committee 
of city department heads, who 
have supervision over cleanliness 
in the community. The legislation 
was recommended to provide some 
relief pending institution of mu- 
nicipal collection of rubbish and 
ashes, 

The committee, headed by City 
Counselor George L. Stemmler, 
adopted a report submitted by a 
subcommittee appointed two 


weeks ago to study existing ordi- 
nances pertaining to disposal and 


|}collection of garbage and the ac- 


cumulation of rubbish and debris 
in streets, alleys and on sidewalks. 


“Overflowing ashpits are one of 
the principal sources of uncleanli- 
ness in the city,” the report stated, 
“yet we have no ordinance regu- 
lating them and providing for the 
manner of their construction and 
use. 

“In order to adequately control 
this situation, this subcommittee 
recommends immediate introduc- 
tion of an ordinance providing 
that no ashpit shall be filled to a 
level higher than the upper level 
of its sides. Ashpits should be re- 
quired to be kept in such repair 
that no ashes or rubbish would 
spill from them. It should further 
be provided that no garbage or 
other matter subject to decay may 
be deposited in ashpits.” 

The subcommittee was headed 
by Kenneth W. Grattendick, an 
assistant City Counselor, Other 
members were Police Judges 
George J. Grellner and Joseph B. 
Catanzaro, Assistant City Coun- 
selors Roy ‘Fish and Cletus E. 
Rudolph, and John Buxell, chief 
sanitation engineer of the city’s 
Health Department. 

Existing ordinances pertaining 
to the depositing and collection of 
garbage “are adequate, if rigidly 
enforced,” the report stated. 

In the interest of better com- 
pliance with these laws, the sub- 
committee recommended a form 
of notice, listing the possible im- 
proper conditions in which gar- 
bage containers might be found 
and providing space for the police 
officer to checkmark the notice, 
be prepared and distributed to all 
members of the police department, 
On the back of the notice will be 
explained the requirements of the 
ordinances. 

Police Procedure. 

When the police find a violation 
of the garbage control ordinances, 
they will serve a notice on the 
property owner or tenant, If the 
condition is not corrected in five 
days, a court summons will be is- 
sued by the police officer. The 
charge will be dismissed, if the 
conditiorr is corrected at the time 
the summons is returnable in po- 
lice court, but if the defendant 
does not appear in court in an- 
swer to his summons, his arrest 
will be ordered. 

The report recommended that 
one of the existing ordinances be 
amended to make it the responsi- 
bility of the landlord to provide 
proper garbage disposal in build- 
ings housing more than four fami- 
lies and that the individual ten- 
ants in dwellings housing four 
families or less be held responsible 
for proper receptacles. 

Ordinances pertaining to the ac- 
cumulation of dirt or rubbish on 
sidewalks are adequate, the re- 
port stated. It recommended that 
the police department prepare 
notices, Similar to those decided 
on for violation of the garbage 
control ordinances, for distribution 
to persons found violating these 
laws.

$114,000,000 VETERAN FUND 
IS-APPROPRIATED BY HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP) 
The House today approved a new 
$114,000,000 a inistrative fund 
for the Vetera®s’ Administration. 
With only brief debate, it passed 
and sent to the Senate a deficien- 
cy supply bill carrying that 
amount for veterans and $14,550,- 
000 for several other agencies, in- 
cluding the Social] Security Board, 
the Department of Agriculture 
and the Postoffice Department.

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cumstances be the first to use 
atomic weapons in any possible 
future war.” 

The commission of prominent

’ WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP) 
—Secretary of the Treasury Fred 
M. Vinson today formally opened 
the Administration’s drive to win 
congressional appr. val of the pro- 
jected $3,750,000,000 loan to Bri- 
tain. He declared it was vital to 
world prosperity and peace. 

He was the first of a parade 
of witnesses scheduled to testify 
before the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee in the next two weeks. 

Vinson, in a 7500-word state- 
ment, told the Senators the loan 
proposal was a “sound investment 
in world peace and prosperity.” 

“Not only will the $3,750,000,000 
be fully repaid, but American 
business will reap rich dividends 
through its access to world mar- 
hets on a fair and equal basis,” 
he said, 

“Every section of this country, 
every sector of our economy de- 
pends in part on world trade. 
The fine ncial agreement will open 
the markets of England and many 
other countries to our exports, 

“This means more exports for 
our farmers and manufacturers, 
more jobs for our workers, more 
profits for business, and a higher 
jacome for all our people.”

On the other hand, Vinson as- 
serted that if Britain fails to get 
the loan it will be compelled “by 
sheer necessity” to line up an 
economic bloc of nations account- 
ing for possibly half or more of 
total world imports and exports. 

The United States, he continued, 
would then be forced to form a 
counter bloc and the result would 
be “economic warfare,” which 
this country “probably would 
win,” but only at extreme cost.

MOSCOW, March 5 «UP)—Mos- 
cow newspapers gave prominent 
display today to an _ article 
purportedly written by a former 
Iranian official accusing Britain 
of fomenting unrest in southern 
Iran as a pretext for British inter- 
vention after the Red Army’s de- 
parture. 

The article was dispatched from 
New York and signed by Shakh 
Shakhani, described as former 
chief of the Iranian office of war 
information in the United States. 

It alleged that Britain for the 
past two years had been distribut- 
ing arms among the tribesmen in 
southern Iran to enable “anti- 
democratic” elements to take over 
the Iranian government after all 
Allied troops left the eountry. 

Shakhani said the British select- 
ed as their “strong-arm” leader of 
the tribal movement a native 
chieftain named Seid Eddina who, 
he said, recently was repatriated 
from Palestine after a 20-year 
exile. 

The article assertea that Seid 
had the backing of 500 business- 
men and 3000 armed “mercenaries” 
of the Eradee Milli party, and 
that high-ranking British officers 
equipped and trained a coalition 
of southern tribes to join the 
movement.

1,200,000 UNEMPLOYED 
IN DECEMBER, ENDING 
UPWARD TREND IN JOBS 


NEW YORK, March 5 (AP) 


REVERSAL in the upward 
Atrze in employment since 

1939 occurred in December 
when unemployment reached 
1,200,000, the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board said 
yesterday. The reversal cul- 
minated a 44-month period in 
which total employment ex- 
ceeded the nation’s normal eco- 
nomic labor force. 

In an analysis of employ- 
ment trends the board placed 
total employment in December 
at 55,300,000. The peak of war- 
time employment was reached 
in September 1944, when the 
total, including the armed 
forces, reached 65,337,000, rep- 
resenting an excess of 9,329,000 
over the estimated normal labor 
force. 

The “excess” of employment 
from April 1942 through No- 
vember 1945, the analysis point- 
ed out, consisted of persons 
not normally counted in the 
labor force. These included 
housewives, retired workers, 
the handicapped and persons 
over or under the regular 
working span.

BITTNER SUBPENA DECISION 
BY SENATORS LIKELY TODAY 


Radcliffe Expected to Call Vardaman Inquiry, “Although I am not a member 


Group to Secret Session for Action on 
Summoning St. Louisan.

WASHINGTON, March 5—Mem. 
bers of the Radcliffe committee, 
whicl. has before it the nomina- 
tion of Commodore James K. Var- 
daman, White House naval aide, 
to membership on the board of 
Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System, expected to be called into 
session today or tomorrow to de- 
cide whether to subpena as a wit- 
ness Frank O, Bittner Jr. of St. 
Louis, 
* The Post-Dispatch was in- 
formed that the subpena would 
be issued. If it is not, that will 
be the responsibility of Senator 
George L. Radcliffe (Dem.), Mary- 
land, chairman of the five-man 
banking and currency subcommit- 
tee which is considering the nom- 
ination. He hold the balance of 
power and has*been on the fence. 


As has been Radcliffe’s custom |: 


in dealing with this nomination, 
the meeting will be held at an un- 
announced time and undisclosed 
place in the Capitol or Senate 
Building. He told reporters he 
thought this procedure necessary 
because of the difficulty in find- 
ing an occasion when all five 
members could be present. He 
was particularly proud of the fact 
that each member had attended 
every meeting, and attributed that 
to the method he has adopted. 

“Anyway,” he said belligerently, 
“when and where the committee 
meets is the business of nobody 
except its members.” 

A reporter suggested that possi- 
bly it was also the business of the 
people who hire the Senators, and 
Radcliffe conceded that was so, 
but insisted it was not possible to 
let the people know in advance of 
the meetings of his group. 

A new element entered the pic- 
ture today when Senator Robert 
A. Taft (Rep.), Ohio, one of the 
leaders of the minority party, and 
a member of the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee, said he was 
checking up on the activities of 
its subcommittee headed by Rad- 
cliffe. 

“I don’t have the time to handle 
the details,” Taft told the Post- 
Dispatch, “but I am following it, 
and asking questions. The party 
can’t have a dozen people mixing 
up in something like this—you 
have to make assignments. This 
has been assigned to Senators Mil- 
liken and Donnell. 

“Senator Milliken has assured 
me that there will be a subpena 
for Bittner, or that he is going to 
know the reason why. I'm cer- 
tain that it will be issued, unless 
he comes voluntarily.” 

Taft said he had received three 
telephone calls yesterday from St. 
Louisans, who asked him to take 
part in the Vardaman inquiry. 
One was from a banker, the other 
two from lawyers. He did not want 
to name them. 

Donnell Active in Inquiry. 

Senator Forrest C. Donnell 
(Rep.), Missouri, who is not a 
member of the Radcliffe subcom- 
mittee cr of the full Banking and 
Currency Committee, has present- 
ed most of the evidence the sub- 
committee has received so far, 

Senator Milliken is Eugene D. 
Milliken (Rep.), Colorado. Other 
members of the subcommittee, in 
addition to Radcliffe, are Hugh A. 
Butler (Rep.), Nebraska; E. P. 
Carville (Dem.), Nevada, and Ern- 
est W. McFarland (Dem.), Ari- 
zona. Terms of all except Milli- 
ken expire this year. Milliken was 
re-elected last fall for a six-year 
term. 

McFarland ‘and Carville have 
demonstrated, at the two public 
hearings held by the subcommit- 
tee, that they are ardent Varda- 
man partisans. Milliken and But- 
ler will vote to issue the sub- 
penas for Bittner and any other 
witness whose testimony may be 
desired. Radcliffe has vacillated, 
but now is likely to vote for call- 
ing the necessary witnesses. 

Until now he has resorted to 
the device of asking Bittner and 
other prospective witnesses to 
send telegrams setting out “spe- 
cifically and concretely” just what 
their testimony would be if they 
were called, 

This has not been a productive 
line of inquiry, for the obvious 
reason that recipients of the tele- 
grams must have realized such a 
communication to Radcliffe would 
not afford them the protection 
they would have if subpenaed to 
testify under oath before the com- 
mittee. 

Bittner is the key witness. He 
was vice president of the old Var- 
daman Shoe Co. of St. Louis, be- 
came manager of the firm under 
its bankruptcy trustee and now 
heads the Ermtry Shoe Co., suc- 
cessor to the Vardaman firm aft- 
er a bankruptcy reorganization. 

The key question concerning 
Vardaman, to which the Radcliffe 
committee has not yet obtained 
an answer, is: 

“Who was responsible for pad- 
ding its inventory, shortly before 
it entered bankruptcy, early in 
1942?” 

Donnell has informed the com- 
mittee that Bittner has in his pos- 
session an affidavit stating that 
this was done at Vardaman’s di- 
rection, Vardaman denied, in his 
appearance before the committee, 
that he had so directed. 

Senator Donnell discovered last 
night that the controversy over 
the nomination of Vardaman has 
become a rough-and-tumble mat- 
ter, issued a statement to make 
his own position crystal clear. 

Senator Donnell’s statement ad- 
dressed ‘itself to a Post-Dispatch 
editorial last Sunday which char- 
acterized’ the Radcliffe commit- 
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tee’s conduct of the Vardaman.

The House revision committee on 
taxation agreed last night to in- 
troduce in the House a bill im- 
posing an excise tax of 10 per 
cent of the net income of loan 
companies, to be paid by the 
lenders in lieu of a tax on their 
intangible personal property, 

The bill, sponsored by loan com- 
panies, is decigned to meet their 
objection that inclusion of the 
companies in the pending genei-l 
bill on taxation of tangible per- 
sonal property would subject them 
to uw tax on their gross income, 
representing interest collected on 
loans. 

Speaker Trotem Murray E. 
Thompson, acting chairman of the 
committee, said that while the 
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committee agreed to introduction 
of the bill, the measure would be 
considered further after it is re- 
ferred back to the committee for 
hearings. 

“This was tentative agreement,” 
he said. “Unless the companies 
can show that there is real merit 
in this proposal, I would be for 
placing them under the general 
intangible tax bill.” 

The bill would apply to small 
loan companies, loan and invest- 
ment companies and all other 
money lenders except banks and 
trust companies, Thompson said. 
The companies would be required 
to make detailed reports on gross 
income, expenses and net income. 
Companies with branch offices 
would be required to make sep- 
arate reports for each branch, 
Thompson said.

The documents made public in- 
clude diplomatic messages; trans- 
cripts of conversations among 
German, Italian and Spanish offi- 
cials, and exchanges of letters be- 
tween Hitler and Franco, and 
Mussolini and Franco. | 

On several occasions in 1940 and 
1941, Franco expressed himself as 
willing and eager to bring Spain 
into the war on the Axis side in 
return for German economic and 
military assistance and Hitler's 
pledge to support an ambitious 
Spanish expansion program in 
Africa. 

Even as late as Dec. 15, 1943— 
when the tide had turned against 
the Axis and Hitler was express- 
ing concern over Franco's yielding 
to “English and American pres- 
sure”—a memorandum of the Ger- 
man Ambassador in Madrid de- 
scribes Franco as “hoping with all 
his heart for the victory of Ger- 
many.” 

Nazis Unable to Deliver. 

The German assistance required 
by Franco never was forthcoming, 
and when Hitler proposed to 
march German troops into Spain 
on Jan. 10, 1941, to seize Gibraltar, 
Franco declared it would be im- 
possible for Spain to enter the war 
on that date. His country was 
still too deficient in foodstuffs 
and transport; the British fleet 
still had too much freedom of 
operation in the Mediterranean, 
and Spanish military preparations 
were “incomplete and unffnished,” 
Franco said. ' 

Shortly after this, Hitler wrote 
a 2000-word letter to Franco, say- 
ing he regretted “profoundly” the 
unwillingness to permit the Gi- 
braltar operation, and asserting 
that only in event of an Axis vic- 


— tory could the Franco Govern- 


ment continue to exist. 

Hitler said Spain had no other 
friends than Germany and Italy, 
and expressed belief “that we three 
men, the Duce, you and I, are 
bound to one another by the most 
rigorous compulsion of history 
that is possible.” 

Franco replied that he consid- 
ered also that “the destiny of 
history has united you with my- 
self and with the Duce.in an in- 
dissoluble way.” 

Although repeating his reasons 
why Spain could not enter the 
war immediately, Franco empha- 
sized that he stood ready at Hit- 
ler’s side, “entirely and decidedly 
at your disposal, united in a com- 
mon historical destiny, desertion 
from which would mean my sui- 
cide and that of the cause which 
I have led and represent in Spain.” 

Other Pledges to Axis. 

Here are other Franco state- 
ments of loyalty to the Axis cause, 
contained in the documents: 

Aug. 15, 1940, in a letter to Mus- 
solini: Franco gave assurance of 
“our unconditional support for 
your expansion and your future.” 

Sept. 22, 1940, in a letter to Hit- 
ler: Franco gave assurance of “my 
unchangeable and sincere adher- 
ence to you personally, to the Ger- 
man people and to the cause for 
which you fight,” and expressed 
hope “in defense to this cause, to 
be able to renew the old bonds of 
comradeship between our armies.” 

Two of the documents estab- 
lished that German destroyers and 
U-boats operating in the Bay of 
Biscay, refueled during the war in 
“out-of-the-way bays of Spanish 
coast.” 


One of the papers was a Ger- 
man Foreign Office memorandum 
to the German Ambassador in 
Berlin, asking him to obtain Span- 
ish opinion on whether such re- 
fueling would be possible. Am- 
bassador Stohrer replied that the 
Spanish Foreign Minister had 
agreed. 


Axis Aid in Civil War. 


There are many references to 
the assistance which Germany and 
Italy furnished to Franco in the 
Spanish civil war. In some cases, 
the Axis nations cited this aid in 
arguing for more co-operation 
from Franco. 

In a transcript on a conversa- 
tiou in Berlin Sept. 28, 1940, be- 
tween Hitler and Italian Foreign 
Minister Count Ciano, the Fuehrer 
remarked that Germany had sup- 
ported Franco in a very extensive 
measure. 

This support, Hitler said, had 
not been without risk. It was not 
limited to the delivery of ma- 
teriel, but volunteers were also 
made available and many Ger- 
mans and Italians had fallen in 
Spain, he added. At one point, 
Hitler said that without the help 
of Italy and Germany 
would today be no Franco.” 

Ciano declared that Italy also 
ha; not forgotten the civil war. 
At one ime, Ciano said, Franco 
had declared that if he received 
12 transport planes or bombers he 
would win the war in a few days. 

“Ti.ese 12 airplanes became 
more than 1000 airplanes, 6000 
dead, and 14 billion lire,” Ci- 
ano was quoted as saying. 


Spanish Resistance Pledged. 


The later documents clearly re- 
flect the change in the fortunes 
of the war, and Franco's change 
in certain policies uhder the pres- 
sure of Allied victories. 

One is a secret protocol signed 
by the German Ambassador, Von 
Moltke, and the Spanish’ Foreign 
Minister, Gomez Jordana, in Ma- 
drid, Feb. 10, 1943, Instead of 
talking of a Franco war .declara- 
tion against the Allies, the pro- 
tocol pledges Spain to resist any 
entry by British-American forces 
on the Iberian peninsula or other 
Spanish territory. 


The last document !s.a lengthy 
memorandum by German Ambas- 
sador Dieckhoff on a conversation 
with Franco. It is dated Dec. 15, 
1943, and presumably was written 
on Dieckhoff’s return to Berlin. 
In it Dieckhoff expresses the feel- 
ing that Spanish foreign policy 
was beginning to change and that 
the change could be traced to Brit- 
ish and American pressure. 
Franco, in reply, said he knew 
for certain that only a German 
victory would make possible a con- 
tinuation of his administration, 
whereas an Allied victory would 
mean his annihilation. 

Then, however, according to the 
Dieckhoff document, Franco be- 
gan a detailed explanation of the 
difficulties faced by Spain, and 
pointed out that it 
the gasoline and cotton it badly 
needed only from the United 
States. 

“He emphasized, however, that 
the attitude of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment against Bolshevism and 
Communism would ., , be altered 
in no way; and that at home as 
well as abroad this atruggle was 
continuing, just as“against Jewry 
and free masonry,” Dieckhoff 
wrote.

A Cabinet Secretariat would be 
established, composed of civil and 
military officials, with a secretary 
of the cabinet at its head. It would 
be charged with the enormous 
task of giving coherence and con- 
tinuity to American governmental 
policy. 

On all major questions of policy, 
internal and external, civil and 
military, it would collect and co- 
ordinate the views of the depart- 
ments and agencies concerned. It 
would arrange meetings and pre- 
pare agenda with a view to secur- 
ing agreed decisions on policy to 
be pursued. It would record these 
decisions, and would see to it that 
the appropriate action was taken 
by each of the departments and 
agencies where action was re- 
quired, } 

In short, it would provide the 


President with the directing and 
co-ordinative machinery which the 
White House has desperately 
needed for many years. Every re- 
cent President has tried to im- 
provise such machinery, and has 
always ended by attempting the 
impossible feat of giving direction 
and co-ordination to the whole 
government by himself alone, 


Urgency of the Need. 


The urgent need for directing 
and co-ordinative machinery is 
proved by the widespread discus 
sion of plans similar to that which 
the Joint Chiefs of* Staff have 
now put forward. The secretariat 
proposed by the joint chiefs would 
serve the whole government, 


It differs only in broadness of 
purpose, and not in kind, from 
}the State-War-Navy Secretariat to 
co-ordinate American foreign and 
defense policy, for which plans 
have been drawn by Secretary 
Byrnes’s State Department re- 
organizers. Another example is the 
Army-Navy secretariat to co-ordi- 
nate administration of the serv- 
ices, which has been proposed to 
the War Department by Secretary 
of the Navy Forrestal and Adm. 
Nimitz. 

The truth is, that in this general 
governmental area of the State, 
War and Navy Departments, 
where the immense difficulties 
and dangers of the world future 
are understood, the feeling is gen- 
eral that it igs no longer safe to be 
inefficient. 

The history of the joint chiefs’ 
proposal is strikingly interesting. 
In their wartime association with 
the British, many important Amer- 
ican officials were “struck by the

For a Modern Congress 


The congressional reorganization bill which 
the La Follette-Monroney committee presented 
to both houses yesterday is the minimum neces- 
sary to prevent the highest deliberative body of 
our Union from becoming, in the words of 
George B. Galloway, chairman of the Committee 
on Congress of the American Political Science 
Association, “a relic of the ox-cart era in the 
age of the rocket ship.” | 

The absence of provisions which would strike 
down the seniority rule—or, as it is sometimes 
called with bitterness and good reason, the senil- 
ity rule—and which would bring within bounds 
the presently excessive power of the House Rules 
Committee, is important. In the long run, these 
omissions would be fatal to the modernizing and 
demotratizing of Congress. -In the short run, 
they may be justified on tactical grounds. 

It will be difficult enough to get through 
Congress the minimum program of the La Fol- 
lette-Monroney committee, since most of the 
provisions will have to run the gamut of the 
House Rules Committee and 45 committee chair- 
men—‘“petty barons,” Woodrow Wilson called 
them—would have to agree to give up their 
perquisites, a thing which no one becomes 
either petty or a baron by doing. 

If, as a starter, the La Follette-Monroney 
program can be achieved, it will make much 
easier the achievement of all that will remain 
to be done. It will prove that a congressional 
machine dated 1893 can be overhauled so that 
it is fit to be dated 1946. Capable and energetic 
younger men will be more attracted to service. 
There will be more vigor in Congress and, with 
the right sort of leadership, it can be channeled 
into a demand to finish the task which the pres- 
ent program will have started 

Filibuster, that anti-democratic instrument of 
minority rule which sometimes renders Congress 
powerless at the hands of a few who are not 
ashamed to prostitute the greatest deliberative 
body in the world, is.not removed by the La Fol- 
lette-Monroney program. 

There are, moreover, a few actual weaknesses 
in the plan. The proposal to abandon special 
investigating committees is immoderate; their 
number can be kept within reasonable limits, 
but special investigating committees have done 
too much fine and indispensable work for the 
device to be scrapped. The proviso that, if ap- 
propriations exceed the approved budget, all 
must be scaled down by the same percentage 
is also too broad a proposal; a percentage cut 
that would be absorbed without too great damage 
by one agency of the Government might wreck 
another. Mostly, however, the program is sound. 

The outstanding achievements would be to 
make the individual member of Congress more 
efficient, to give feasibility to the outlandish 
Congress within a Congress which the commit- 
tees (transacting some 90 per cent of the busi- 
ness) have become, to enable the plenary Con- 
gress to function more effectively and to estab- 
lish party responsibility in national affairs. 

The individual Representative or Senator 
would find his efficiency improved by expanded 
legal and reference service, by a technical in- 
formation service to be established within Con- 
gress, by the aid of an administrative assistant 
to relieve him of the individual services to con- 
stituents which now take up most of his time, 
and by being limited to one or two committee 
appointments instead of anywhere between five 
and 23, as at present. 

He would be better able to represent his elec- 
torate by virtue of having a recess period of 
two or three months every year during which 
he could go home and learn the opinions of his 
constituents. He would find his effectiveness 
enhanced also by the relief from financial wor- 
ries which would come with an increase in his 
$10,000 salary, usually inadequate, to $15,000, 
and eligibility to join the Federal retirement 
system. 

‘The effectiveness of the voter, above all, 
would be enhanced by these changes, and those 
still to come. He may some day be able to look 
on the promises of political candidates as some- 
thing more than dramatie displays of rhetoric— 
as statements of intentions to legislate, not mere- 
ly statements of intentions to get votes. The 
voter could look on a modernized Congress with 
the pride which should be inherent in the mighty 
right arm of representative government.

When the espionage-in-Canada case was first 
made public, Moscow gave out double-talk state- 
ments saying that one of its officers had ex- 
ceeded his instructions and, anyhow, the infor- 
mation he obtained was not very important. The 
interim report yesterday by the Canadian in- 
quiry commission contains charges and evidence 
that pretty wholly discredit the one contention 
and swing the burden of doubt against the other. 

“These operations were carried on,” the re- 
port says, “under direct instructions from Mos- 
cow.” It names four officers and implies others 
may be named later. They spread tentacles wide 


enough to come by a great amount of secret | 


information. As is now frankly said by the 
Canadians, they were after a sample of U-235, 
atomic bomb information, anything they could 
get on British and American radar—and many 
other things besides. For some reason which 
it disquiets the imagination to ponder on, they 
wanted anything they could find on the deploy- 
ment of American forces from Europe to home 
stations and the Pacific. 

Surely much of this information could have 
been made available to the Russians for the ask- 
ing. We do not doubt that they were entitled, 
as allies, to share in much of it, and to have their 
samples of fissionable material. The reason, 
perhaps, that they proceeded by espionage meth- 
ods is that they have nowhere shown any dis- 
position to make reciprocal revelations. How- 
ever, at this late date, should Russia be so ex- 
aggeratedly suspicious? 

This question of inter-Allied relations has be- 
come most disquieting. Russia is doing the worst 
kind of harm among the majority in this coun- 
try, and we doubt not in Britain and Canada 
as well, who want to be her friends. It has now 
become the plain duty of Western diplomacy to 
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sit down and thresh this business to a clear con- 
clusion, with the Russians. It would be well if 
the American position were handled by plain- 
spoken Harry Truman face to face with Joseph 
Stalin himself. \

Of all the lobbying maneuvers which caused 
the House of Representatives to emasculate the 
Wyatt emergency house-building program, one 
by the “Home and Property Owners of Ameri- 

ca,” sponsored by the Real Estate Foundation, 
nda the prize. 

Don’t control new-house prices, the idea runs, 
and don’t hold prices down by selective subsidies 
to open bottlenecks. Instead, under legislation 
dutifully submitted by Hartley of New Jersey, a 
House Republican, and Peterson of- Florida, a 
Democrat, turn prices loose and help veterans 
pay them by length-of-service grants ranging 
from $500 to $2500.

4. How about the millions of homeless non- 
veteran families? Answer: They can go to the 
devil. The lobby really means, of course, that 
the veterans can do likewise. 

Nevertheless, this vicious cynicism, this bare- 
faced public swindle, is put forward as a token 
of gratitude to those who wore their country’s 
uniform, It is done on the presumption that 
few critics will dare denounce anything offered 
“for the veteran.” The most unscrupulous lobby 
now operating, the lobby which cares not a fig 
for the despair of the homeless, the rage of 
extortion victims and the possibility of housing 
riots, has outdone even its own record.

A cheer is in order for Frank O. Bittner Jr. of 
St. Louis, for a mighty man is he. By means of 
sheer persistence, a high conception of civic 
duty and one sharply pointed question, he has 
roused the reluctant and uncurious Senate bank- 
ing subcommittee to the point that it has decided 
to issue a subpena for him, so that he can tell 
the committee what he knows about Commo- 
dore James K. Vardaman, nominee for the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. 

“Why don’t you subpena me?” was the ques- 
tion Mr. Bittner shot at the subcommittee. 
There wasn't any sensible answer to that except 
a subpena, although Chairman Radcliffe sparred 
for time by asking why Bittner didn’t go ahead 
and tell what he knew if he was so eager to tes- 
tify. Senator Radcliffe, a lawyer, is perfectly 
aware why an invitation to write a letter or send 
a wire would not do. Such messages, if critical 
of the nominee, would make the sender sub- 
ject to the libel laws. Statements made on the 
witness stand in response to a subpena would 
be privileged matter, and so would not subject 
the witness to possible lawsuits or other harass- 
ments. 

That’s why Mr. Bittner, like the two St. Louis 
bankers with information about Vardaman and 
five other bankers who oppose his confirmation, 
refused to testify without a subpena. All are 
entitled to the full protection of the Senate, so 
they may testify freely, and the Senate should 
hear them under oath.

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Progress in Missouri Penology 

The penal institutions of Missouri, from the 
State prison down to the county jails, have been 
a cause of sporadic scandals for a, generation 
and longer. The bill just approved by a House 
committee would open the way to the sweeping 
clean-up that has so long been needed, for it puts 
prison management on a scientific basis and it 
strikes at a basic cause of the abuses—partisan 
politics. 

The House bill is better than the generally 
progressive Senate measure in that it provides 
for a bi-partisan control board, with members 
who serve staggered six-year terms.’ This pro- 
vision, together with the merit system required 
by the new Constitution, should bring a new 
type of employes into the penal system, to dis- 
place the political favorites who now have the 
right of way. Extending the State’s authority to 
embrace the setting of standards for county jails 
is another needed advancement. 

So at last, if the Legislature does its job, Mis- 
souri will catch up with the progress made by 
virtually all other states in their handling of the 
prison problem,

The Missouri Legislature in 1895 enacted 
a statute which provided that if an attor- 
ney who was a member of the Legislature 
filed application for the continuance of a 
lawsuit in which he was counsel, the court 
“may continue” the case for that reason. 
The word “may” was changed to “shall” in 
1913, and the Springfield Court of Appeals 
in 1924 held that it was mandatory upon 
the court to continue a case under these 
conditions. This is the law in Missouri to- 
day. 


The theory Back of the enactment of-this 
statute was that many busy, capable law- 
yers would run for the Legislature if they 
were assured that they could not be forced 
to stop and try a lawsuit during the ses- 
sion. But out of this immunity has grown 
an active, ascertainable evil which certain- 
ly outweighs any possible good. The evil 
has increased in almost direct proportion 
to the increase in length of legislative ses- 
sions. 


The evil consists of the retaining by de- 
fendants in legal actions, particularly crim- 
inal actions, of lawyers who are members 
of the Legislature, and of continuance of 
the case by these lawyers, who are hired 
solely for this purpose, 


One Superfluous Attorney 


Almost invariably, such defendants have 
other counsel who prepare the case and 
who try the case when it eventually is tried, 
if it ever is. The lawyer-legislator simply 
enters his appearance as attorney for the 
defendant, files application for a continu- 
ance and collects his fee. He need never 
leave the legislative halls to do this. He 
is not hired to appear at the trial. His sole 
function is to delay, and delay, for the de- 
fendant, is always highly valuable. 


Every day that passes from the time a 
suit is filed until it is tried strengthens the 
probability that the defendant will be ac- 
quitted, Public interest in the case fades 
and juries are therefore affected; some ma- 
terial witnesses die, others move away and 
those who remain forget, become confused 
or are easily led into contradiction when 
they do finally testify. Because delay is 
favorable to them, defendants without. a 
defense always seek delay. And the lawyer- 
legislator, for a valuable consideration, 
helps them. 

The present Missouri Legislature repre- 


sents high tide in this dishonorable prac- 
tice. It has been in session since Jan. 3, 
1945, and, in the opinion of veteran legis- 
lators, will continue up to the opening of 
the next regular session in January, 1947. 
That session will itself undoubtedly last 
for weil over a year. Thus, for a three- 
year period at least, it will be impossible to 
bring any defendant to trial if he retains a 
lawyer-legislator as counsel, 


Missouri lawyer-legislators are reaping a 
golden harvest of retainer fees in these 
unworthy cases, and they are doing so to 
the detriment of the public which put them 
in office. 


Repeal an Uphill Job 


The public should demand the immediate 
repeal of Section 1089 of the laws of Mis- 
souri, the lawyer-legislator immunity sec- 
tion, and thereby rid Missouri of this dis- 
graceful condition. But a Legislature dom- 
inated by lawyers will never make this 
change unless great outside pressure is 
brought to bear. If this prestige is not 
effectively exerted, then by the end of the 
1947 gession, the functioning of Missouri 
courts will have come to a virtual stand- 
still. 


Aside from the outright repeal of Sec- 
tion 1089, there is only one other possibil- 
ity of relief from this intolerable situation. 
The Constitution of Missouri, adopted Feb. 
27, 1945, states: “The Supreme Court may 
establish rules of practice and procedure 
for all courts”... 


The Supreme Court has not promulgated 
any rule limiting continuances and there 
is no indication that it contemplates doing 
so. However, even if the court did pass 
such a rule, the Legislature has power to 
annul any Supreme Court rule by passage 
of a law for that purpose. The chance for 
relief from this sourte is extremely remote. 


If the present situation regarding con- 
tinuances by lawyer-legislators continues, 
the just causes of action of innumerable 
litigants will be irrevocably lost. Missouri- 
ans should not submit to this perversion 
of the law by men who obviously consider 
a public office to be primarily an avenue 
to public gain.

Historic Jackson Speech 
Opening Nuernberg Trial 


“The Case Against the Nazi Criminals: Opening 
Statement for the United States,” by Robert H. 
Jackson, (Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 
When Justice Jackson made his opening 

statement before the international jtribunal 

at Nuernberg last Nov, 21, his address was 
of such prodigious length that no American 
newspaper published it in full. Tae extracts 
that appeared showed it to be both a care- 
fully documented indictment of the German 
war criminals and an exeeptional piece of 
eloquence. The publishers do a service to 
the public by presenting this unusual speech 
in book form, along with the charter of 
the court and the formal indictment, re- 

turned last Oct. 6. 

All these are important as historical doc- 
uments, but the Jackson address is impor- 
tant also as a classic of oratory. In deeply 
earnest words and ringing phrases, with 
never a trace of the maudlin, the chief 
American prosecutor unrolled the ghastly 
record of the Nazi conspiracy, catalogued 
the crimes which accompanied its every 
step and set forth the purposes and pro- 
cedure of the court. Although 88 pages in 
length, the speech is actually a short one, 
considering the vast amount of ground it 
covers. 


+ * . 

The Nuernberg trials have been criticized 
as an ex post facto proceeding, but Mr. 
Jackson neatly refutes that charge in his 
address. The defendants may say that they 
are being prosecuted under “new law, not 
authoritatively declared at the time they 
did the acts it condemns.” Yet murder is 
a crime under any law, he says, and wag- 
ing a war of aggression is a violation of 
nine treaties to which Germany was a 
party. These treaties, he says, “leave war- 
makers subject to judgment by the usually 
accepted principles of the law of crimes.” 

Similarly, he demolishes the contention 
that military chiefs should not be punished 
for “doing their duty.” He does it in three 
crisp sentences, typical of the compact rea- 
soning throughout the speech: “Military 
men are not here before you because they 
served their country. They are here be- 
cause they mastered it, along with these 
others, and drove it to war. They are not 
here because they lost the war, but be- 
cause they started it.” 

* * . 

The address outlines briefly, in extracts 
from records kept by the Germans them- 
selves, the high points of the disclosures 
that have come from Nuernberg in the 
weeks since the trial began. It closes with 
a moving plea for the rule of world law 
which the joint Allied action in the war 
criminal trials foreshadows. 

“All modern wars become world wars 
eventually,” Justice Jackson says, “and 
none of the big nations can stay out. If 
we cannot stay out of wars, our only hope 
is to prevent wars. ... The ultimate step 
in avoiding periodic wars, which are in- 
evitable in a system of international law- 
lessness, is to make statesmen responsible 
to law.”

We 
must not look into our own mir- 
rors and think we are looking out 
of the window. 

The influence of the United 
States is great. It rests upon the 
prestige we acquired by the valor 
and skill of our fighting men and 
the prodigious achievements of 
our people at home. 

We proved that we can be a 
great power in a cause which was 
the cause of mankind. But let us 
not imagine that this prestige, 
which cost so much when it was 
gained, will remain intact unless 
we make the effort and pay the 
price year in, year out, to pre- 
serve it, 

Demands on Ourselves. 

It is already diminished, and ff, 
as we must, we are to contest the 
moral leadership of the world with 
a government which exercises a 
rigorous discipline over its own 
/people, and imposes- upon them 
an austere and laborious life, we 
shall have to make extraordinary 
demands upon ourselves, 

We just cannot guzzle while mil- 
lions are starving. We just can- 
not go hoopla into’ frenzied pleas- 
ure and back to business as usual, 
and do anything effective to make 
a free economy feasible and at- 
tractive in the shattered and dis- 
located world about us. 

We just cannot make faces at 
Russia, brandish the atomic bomb, 
and refuse to vote the powers and 
the money which are indispensable 


lishment. 

Nor can we sink back to the 
political level of a past generation, 
allow our ablest men to leave the 
government service, and put in 
posts of critical respansibility men 
who think they have proved their 
fitness for high office if they are 
acquitted of violating the law. 

For moral leadership in the 
world is not to be had by elo-

HE headlines reflect events in Iran, Moscow and other far-off 
places, but you have to make only two or three stops here in 
the Midwest to discover that people are almost entirely preoccu- 


pied with concerns much closer to home, 


The No. 1 subject seems to be 
housing and the real estate boom. 
In the aftermath of the war, there 
is a fast and furious shifting about 
and resettling which absorbs the 
energies and attention of a large 
part of the population. 


There are two sides of the hous- 
ing picture as it comes into the 
conversation of at least every 
other person you talk with. The 
first and most exciting phase is 
the boom. 

You are told about that little 
house across the street, on the 
narrow lot. It’s 22 years old, and 
the Smiths paid not more than 
$9500 for it. Well, they sold it the 
other day for $14,000. 


A Repeated Story. 


The story is repeated over and 
over again. Only the figures are 
different. 


Some houses change hands two 
and three times in a year, with 
the real estate dealer turning a 
neat profit by just holding the 
sale contract for a month or two. 
You have the feeling that the soar- 
ing market is fast developing into 
the kind of ‘boom which will 
eventually blow the roof off. 


Behind it, of course, is the des- 
perate need of millions of families 
in small towns and in cities for a 
place to live. That is the other 
side of the housing story, the grim 
side, 

You're renting a small house 
that you've lived in for 10 years. 
The rent stays the same because 
of the recent ceiling. But the own- 
er comes to you and tells you he 
has a chance to sell it for a price 
you know to be way out of line. 

So you say no. A week later, the 
house is sold, and since it has been 
sold to a veteran, you have only 
three months’ notice. The veter- 
an, his wife and two children 
have been living with two other 
families in a six-room house. 


As rival topics of conversation 
you hear of other commodities 
whose scarcity, if nothing else, 
gives them a fantastic enchant- 
ment. One is nylon stockings. The 
nation-wide obsession over nylons 
is like nothing since. s 
in the Middle Ages. Women, and 
men, too, stand in line hours on 
end waiting for those bits of filmy 
gauze. They are like a piece of 
the True Cross to a devout Chris- 
tian, or a glimpse of Mecca to a 
Moslem. 

Stores must take special pre- 
cautions to prevent the clamor- 
ing mob from doing serious dam- 
age. Sometimes these precau- 
tions are in vain, as veterans of 
the nylon wars come out with 
sprained ankles and broken legs. 

The automobile’ is another 


scarce commodity that is_ the 
source of a lot of conversation. 
You want to be sure that you'll 
get your new car ahead of the 
other fellow, or, at any rate, that 
you won't be far behind him. 


Anti-Labor Bias. 


One dealer here told me he had 
300 orders on his books, and he 
was afraid he would not be able 
to get more than 100 cars this 
year. He was approached on the 
street and offered $1500 in cash 
for the 1946 model he is driving. 

The people you talk to here are 
acutely aware that strikes have 
kept down the volume of produc- 
tion of the things they want to 
buy. It feeds the anti-labor bias 
of the rural Middle West. 

They are having something like 
an industrial boom here in this 
Mississippi River town, with du 
Pont doubling the capacity of the 
cellophane plant already in opera- 
tion. And one reason, you are 
told, is because there is less un- 
ionization — here. 

In millions of pockets, extra 
dollars are burning holes. Yet 
Congress refuses to put on even 
a mild brake, such as a ceiling 
on the sale of houses, which 
might help to keep the boom 
within bounds. 

It is hard to understand, espe- 
cially when you remember what 
the land boom did out here after 
the last war. It was the cause of 
infinite heartbreak and misery. 
And—it can happen again.

Plays that are ambitious to 
open on Broadway, and to stay 
on Broadway for a long time, 
often wage what is known as @ 
series of tryouts on the road, The 
theory of a tryout is that it gives 
the play’s authors and financial 
backers a chance to estimate, by 
its reception on the road, how the 
play will look to audiences and 
the reviewers. The ways the audi- 
ences and the reviewers receive 
the play then, to a large extent, 
determine the amount of rewrit- 
ing, recasting, etc., that will need 
to be done before the play goes 
to Broadway. 

“Between Covers,” a_ three-act 
play by Charles Raddock that 
purports, in a comic and satirical 
way, to give the lowdown on the 
book-publishing business, had the 
first of its tryouts in Cleveland 
last week. Reviewers of the daily 
press there, as did the reviewer of 
Variety, the national trade weekly 
journal of the stage, “murdered” 
the play, the consensus of opinion 
being that rewriting, recasting, or 
what have you, can hardly hope 
to save the play. This reviewer, 
regretfully, is forced by and large, 
to agree with this evaluation. 

A kind of lightness and “‘lyric- 
isrn, it seems to this reviewer, was 
needed to make the author’s con- 
coction stick, both as entertain- 
ment and as message—if message 
was intended. Instead, to put it 
simply and at once, the comedy 
was lifeless. — 

What its chances will be in New 
York are pointless to speculate 
on, and, in any case, are best left 
to the good judgment of the play’s 
sponsors. The first showing here 
was somewhat of an improvement 
over the showings in Cleveland. 
That is all this reviewer can offer. 
The one set, serving all three 
acts, shows the interior of a pub- 
lishing firm, and is quite good. 
The cast too is adequate at 
least, with several good acting 
performances, Best of all seemed 
Ruth Altman, playing a sexy book 
buyer from France. David Lew- 
is, as a novelist who preferred 
to get drunk, was effective, as 
were Curtis Cooksey and Millard 
Mitchell as the publishers, and 
Richard Temple as a ghost writer. 
Whatever laugh lines there were 
—and there were a few, six or 
seven maybe—were reserved main- 
ly for Jacqueline Susann, who 
played a “stripteuse” turned “au- 
thor.” Ladd Haynes and Solveig 
Dahl played the juveniles, and 
tried hard, according to their 
lights. Among the other things 
the play needed badly was a di- 
rector. A new director has been 
flown to St. Louis, and the au- 
thor is rewriting the play, in an 
effort to stem the tide.

The great detail characteristic 
of early Flemish paintings in this 
case includes groves of saplings, 
a stream crossed by a bridge and 
bordered with iris, tiny houses, a 
wayside shrine and a chapel. The 
Flemish oil technique used by 
Patinier gives the painting a bril- 
liantly luminous color. 

Patinier is frequently referred 
to as the father of landscape 
painting, because he reduced to 
details the religious characters in 
his paintings and made the 
landscape the subject of his work.

FOR CONCEALING BONUS PLAN 


PHILADELPHIA, March 5 (UP) 
—Liggett & Myers Tobacco Co. 
was fined $10,000 in United States 
District Court yesterday on 
charges of concealing from the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion until 1945 a “secret” bonus 
plan which had been in existence 
for 29 years. 

The fine was imposed by Judge 
Harry E. Kalodner after George 
W. Thompson, a company vice 
president, entered a plea of no 
defense to charges of having made 
false and misleading statements 
to the SEC in its reports for 1942 
and 1943. 

The bonus plan was created by 
the directors in 1916 for the bene- 
fit of executives and employes be- 
low the rank of vice president. 

Lewis E. Stevens, Liggett coun- 
sel, said there was no intention on 
the part of the company to hide 
the plan, adding that in 1932, the 
year before the SEC law was 
passed by. Congress, newspapers 
carried reports about it. 

Judge Kalodner said that he 
could impose a $20,000 fine, but to 
do so would only penalize the 
stockholders, who were not re- 
sponsible for the violation.

UNION PROPOSES 
= 1G.M.0. MEN VOTE 
ON ARBITRATION 


Awaits Reply From Com- 
pany on Change in Plan 
for Poll of Strikers on 
Return to Work. 


DETROIT, March 5 (AP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers today 
awaited the answer of General 
Motors Corp. to a proposal by 
which 175,000 production workers 
would vote on the means of set- 
tlement of their 105-day walkout. 

The corporation gave no indica- 
tion when an answer to yester- 
day’s proposal from the. union 
might be forthcoming, but the 
two sides had a negotiating ses- 
sion scheduled with Federal Me- 
diator James F. Dewey. 

The union said yesterday it 
would agree to the company sug- 
gestion that rank and file work- 
ers vote whether they desire to 
return to work under terms of 
the company’s latest offer if the 
ballot also included the alterna- 
tive of submitting issues to arbi- 
tration. 

An arbitration offer from the 
union was rejected by the com- 
pany Sunday, and the corporation 
in turn suggested the poll of 
strikers. 

In a letter signed by the union 
President R, J. Thomas; Secre- 
tary-Treasurer George Addes, and 
Vice-President Walter P. Reuther, 
the union termed the company’s 
proposal “incomplete.” 

“Your proposition is that the 
GM workers vote merely as to 
whether they wish to accept the 
corporation’s last offer and re- 
turn to work on that basis,” the | 
letter stated. “If the workers 
vote to turn down that proposi- 
tion, we are still at the same im- 
passe.” 

What Union Proposes. 

Instead of the single question, 
the letter suggested a ballot that 
would contain the following ques- 
tions: : 

“1—Do you favor returning to 
work and ending the current 
dispute on the basis of the cor- 
poration’s offer of 18% cents an 
hour increase and its latest pro- 
posal on basic contract matters? 
Or 

“2—Do you favor returning to 
work on the basis of the cor- 
poration’s 18% cent wage in- 
crease ,offer and its latest pro- 
posals on basic contract matters 
with the understanding that all 
issues still in dispute shall be 
submitted to arbitration by an 
arbitrator appointed by the Pres- 
ident of the United States?” 

The union officers said that if 
their proposal was accepted, they 
would immediately set in motion 
arrangements for a vote.

| contrast between the American 
and British systems.

But the 
value of this vitality and. drive, 
which was primarily attributed to 
the self-confidence and wealth of 
the country, was largely dissipated 
because so many people were furi- 
ously driving in cofmpletely diverg- 
ent directions. 

The British system, on the other 
hand, was superior in unity of pur- 
pose, co-ordination of policy, and 
continuity and unity of effort. One 
man put it: 

“You can take the most impor- 
tant problem facing this country, 
ask 20 of the highest officials 
about the solution and get 19 dif- 
ferent answers and one stall. Ask 
the British. The answer takes 
longer in coming, but it is the an- 
swer to the whole British Govern- 
ment when it is given, and it rep- 


resents the policy the government 
will follow thereafter, till dooms- 
day if necessary.” 


Re-figging the Ship. 

Disastrous administrative fail- 
ures in the Boer War led to the 
establishment of the British Cabi- 
net Secretariat, which has the 
functions outlined in the joint 
chiefs’ plan. 

All those in this war who 
studied the difference between the 
American and British systems— 
and considerable actual reading 
was done by such men as Gen. 
Marshall and Secretary Forrestal 
—came to the conclusion that the 
Cabinet Secretariat held the secret 
of the superior British co-ordina- 
tion. 

As soon as the war ended, Gen 
Ismay, Churchill's chief military 
adviser and the dominant figure in 
the Secretariat of Churchill's War 
Cabinet, was requested to prepare 
a memorandum on the British sys- 
tem. This memorandum was used 
by the Joint Chiefs of Staff in pre- 
paring their paper on the subject. 

Thus far, the proposab of the 
joint chiefs is just an idea that is 


going around. If the idea is adopt- 
ed, the whole problem will not be 
solved. It will not be enough mere- 
ly to create a Cabinet Secretariat. 
The new secretariat must also be 
staffed, if it is to succeed, with 
men of a quality very rare in the 
government today. 

But it is at least a healthy and 
encouraging sign that in these 
times, when fear of the storms 
ahead haunts every thinking man, 
there are a good many men of 
weight and influence who are con- 
sidering how to re-rig the ship of 
government so that it can ride 
through the worst that may come,

The 
white-throat seldom if ever nests this far south, 
but he is here sometimes until June first before 
moving northward to his nesting grounds which 
reach as far as Hudson Bay. I note that March 
tenth is given as his normal arrival date in Mis- 


souri, but Guy Greenwell tells me that he’d 
seen several out north of Columbia even before 
ours had arrived.

THE FOX SPARROW is here, too, athough 
only a spell of real winter weather will bring him 
in,to the feeders. For the rest of the time, the 
big, chestnut-red fellow stays down in the ravine 
where the undergrowth is heavy and if you're 
careful you will see him scratching in the leaves 
and making them fly. Still another arrival and 
a rare one, although he was discovered by the 
Comforts who are better birdmen than I, is the 
Leconte’s Sparrow which they have found twice 
in the heavy cover at the foot of our road. 
Last Sunday, as we drove south into Illinois on 
one of the most interesting bird expeditions in 
all my experience, we saw many red-winged 
blackbirds and a pair of red-shouldered hawks. 
Both these birds are occasionally reported in 
Missouri as winter residents but these were my 
first of the season and I'll set them down as 
signs of spring. | 
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ON ONE OF THESE warm days we're going 
dnto the beehives for a look. One of our hives par- 
ticularly must have started into the winter with 
a young and prolific queen, for this one is 
always busy on warm days. I'd say, and my 
friend Mahoney can check me if I'm wrong, 
that some of those bees sailing about in the 
sunshine must be youngsters learning to fly. 
There are others who come down to drink at 
crevices in the rock walls which are always 
moist this time of year—and still others which 
seem to be bringing in pollen from some of the 
earliest shrubs. We want to check the “supers” 
on these hives to make sure there’s plenty of 
honey to carry them through until the flow 
really starts. And on the other hand, if those 
supers are still full, we know that new supers 
filled with fresh beeswax “foundation” ready 
to be drawn into comb must be added to the 
hives extra early. If we don’t do this and the 
hives get crowded, with little space for storage, 
there is almost sure to be trouble with swarm- 
ing when May rolls around.

CHIFFON pie is a light airy 
A concoction with genuine ap- 

peal to all if its ingredients 
are rich enough to give full-bodied 
flavor along with the airiness, Al- 
though most housewives do not 
realize it, flavor seems to be lost 
when the gelatine mixture is too 
stiff. Too much gelatine also 
gives a tough rubbery product. 
Only enough gelatine is needed to 
barely hold the shape of the 
wedges when they are cut. In to- 
day’s coffee chiffon pie, cream is 
added so that when the beaten egg 
whites are folded into the gela- 
tine mixture it will still be a rich, 
smooth-as-velvet quality and be 
every bit as good to eat as it is to 
look at. 

Coffee Chiffaqn Pie. 


One-fourth cup coffee, three- 
fourths cup boiling water, one tea- 
spoon gelatine, two tablespoons 
milk, one-half cup strong coffee, 
one-third cup cream, three eggs, 
separated, three-fourths cup sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon vanilla. 


To make the strong coffee, add 
the coffee to the boiling water, stir 
and let stand for two minutes. 
Strain and use required amount. 
Soften the gelatine in the milk. 
Pour coffee into top of double 
boiler. Add the cream, beaten with 
the egg yolks, the sugar and salt. 
Cook over boiling water for seven 
to 10 minutes, stirring constantly, 
Remove from heat, add the gela- 
tine and stir until it is dissolved. 
Add the vanilla and cool. Beat egg 
whites until stiff and fold into the 
cream mixture. Pour into eight- 
inch baked pie shell or any desired 
unbaked shell. Set in refrigerator 
to chill for at least an hour before 
serving.

NE of the things that I think 
Ore should help to promote

Tomato Timbale 

A tomato timbale is a lovely 
thmg and one of the so-called 
“dainty” foods really appreciated 
by the mere male. Timbale may 
be served as a main course for 
either luncheon, dinner or Sunday 
supper.

CASE RECORDS

ASE J-232: George F., aged 37, raised the following question 

C:: psychology class one night: : 

“How is it possible for a person to decide before he goes 
to bed that he will waken the next morning at a definite hour, 
and sure enough he does, almost to the very minute, although 
he does not set his alarm? 

“I have done this many times myself, and I know others 
who have tried it and admit that they can waken right on the 
dot, provided they want to do so and sort of go to sleep with 
that purpose in mind. Is there anything mysterious or occult 


about it?” 
* * 


- THERE IS NOTHING bead mysterious about this than 
about most other mental processes. We recognize that the 
things that go on immediately in the forefront of our attention 
are conscious, whereas those that we perform in the margin of 
our attention field are called subconscious actions. 

During sleep we are not inert. We do not lie perfectly still 
as if we were drugged or anesthetized. Why? Because sub- 
consciously we are reacting to our surroundings, even though 
consciously we are asleep. 

We roll over evesg ten minutes or so, or at least make some 
movement, for the circulation grows less in the dependent por- 
tions of our bodies and movement changes the pressure spots 
where bedding or mattress are constricting the blood vessels. 

x ** ® 

ADULTS, and even children after two or three years of 
age, almost never fall out of bed, Why? Because we subcon- 
sciously react to the nearness of the edge and next time roll 
in the opposite direction. Moreover, most people can react to 
increase of cold by pulling up the covers from the foot of the 
bed. 

Somnambulists may walk all around the house without 
awakening, and it is common for people to talk in their sleep. 
Occasionally, it is even possible in a low modulated tone to 
engage them in conversation without their waking, It is also 
not uncommon for people to note the ringing of the alarm 
clock and hop out of bed to shut it off, but return without being 
aware consciously of their movements. Later they may deny 


that it rang. 
* 


THERE IS nothing occult about the subconscious, despite 
weird stories to the contrary. Who has not been sitting at the 
telephone chatting and meanwhile been making initials or 
other hieroglyphics with a pencil on the writing pad beside the 
phone? Consciously we are talking; subconsciously or margin- 
ally we are writing or doodling. 

As we slumber, many things have occurred for years which 
we have subconsciously noted. Certainly noises at 6 a.m. are 
different from those at 6:30 a.m. in our community. The milk- 
man, the birds, the illumination of approaching dawn, the 
slamming of garage doors in the alley, or the distant chiming 
of the town clock. 

Internally, there is distension of the bladder, dryness of the 
throat, emptiness of the stomach, fullness of the lower bowel, 
alkalinity of the blood from exhaling carbon dioxide all night, 
etc. : 

We have long reacted to all of these, s0 we have many cues 
by which to estimate time, often with a very high degree of 
accuracy, even without the aid of an alarm clock. 

But we usually sleep more lightly, when we have purposed 
to rise at a definite time without relying on the alarm clock, 
and may partially waken several times before dawn, 

Bo buy an alarm clock—if you can—and enjoy sounder 
slumber.

The foregoing is one of the 
simplest creeds for a fine, free 
way of life that has ever been 
formulated. 

It means to be true to yourself, 
your real self. Not true to the 
artificial self that other people 
and varied circumstances have im- 
posed upon you. Not true to the 
shell you have imposed on your- 
self by years of prejudice, loneli- 
ness, fear, resentment, despair or 
anger. But true to the real self 
that has persisted underneath in 
spite of all outward pressure... 
true to the impulses that are your 
natural, honest expression. 

I wonder if you know what your 
natural impulses are. Most of us 
have acted artificially for so long, 
trimming our conduct to suit con- 
ditions, that we actually cease to 
know our real desires. For ex- 
ample, unless you are a badly 
warped person, here are some of 
your honest reactions.

YOU DON’T REALLY want to 
lie. Lies spring from fear. You 
learned to lie because you were 
afraid someone would hurt you 
or get the best of you. But you 
don’t naturally want to be a liar. 
You feel infinitely cleaner and 
braver when you are telling the 
truth. 

You don’t really want to hurt 
anyone. Cruelty is not a part of 
your normal nature. We become 
cruel partly from fear—often be- 
cause we want to gain a little 
power which we feel we lack. So 
we go about gaining it ruthlessly. 
But primarily we don’t want to 
hurt anyone. Hurting belongs to 
beasts and mentally dented people. 

Nor do you want to boast and 
bully. Boasting and bullying spring 
from that same hunger for power.

Boasters and bullies 
are not pleasant people. You feel 
foolish when you find yourself 
playing their game. Naturally, 
you'd like to be a quiet, fairly 
modest person, admired for your 
real worth and not for your show- 
off tactics.

Tomato Rolls 


If you never have tasted tomato 
rolls, you've been missing some- 
thing! Here’s how they are made: 

Dissolve one yeast cake with 
two tablespoons sugar in half cup 
of lukewarm water. Scald two 
cups milk, cool it to lukewarm and 
add it to the yeast and sugar. Sift 
in about three cups of flour— 
enough to make a sponge. Beat 
this well, cover, let rise to double 
its bulk. 

When light, add one-fourth cup 
of softened shortening and another 
three cups flour, sifted with a tea- 
spoon of salt, Knead for ten min- 
utes or so, place in a bow! and let 
rise for an hour and a half. Roll 
into a half-inch-thick sheet and 
cut in four-inch squares. 

Brush each square with tomato 
juice, paying special attention to 
the corners. Fold over corners to 
meet in center and press corners 
down well into the dough. Put on 
a baking sheet, let rise to double 
in bulk and brush with melted 
shortening, to which a very little 
tomato juice has been added. Bake 
in a hot oven for about 20 minutes. 


Sugarless Ice Cream 


An ice cream that will not take 
one grain of your precious sugar 
supply is this one: Combine two- 
thirds cup of condensed milk with 
one-half cup of cold water, a 
pinch of salt and a teaspoon of 
vanilla. Melt down a cup of 
grated semi-sweet chocolate and 
stir into it, blending well, one- 
half teaspoon of peppermint fla- 
voring or extract. Mix all these 
ingredients and then fold .in one 
cup of cream whipped until stiff. 
Freeze in the mechanical refriger- 
ator or by the old salt-and-ice 
pack method. 


Hes a Made-to-Order Character 


And Robert St. John, War Correspondent and Radio Commentator, Looks It

OBERT ST. JOHN; war cor- 
R respondent, fiction writer and 

radio commentator, looks like 
a made-to-order character for a 
movie about that peripatetic lot 
of people who form the supposedly 
ultra-romantic nucleus of those 
in the journalistic profession 
assigned to foreign fields. St. John 
affects a full beard, a great shako 
of a hat made of unborn lamb, 
and that air of a man who can 
detach himself from immediate 
surroundings and at a glance see 
the whole world as the ordinary 
man might view an acorn. 


In St. Louis the other day for 
a lecture at Washington Univer- 
sity, St, John revealed himself as 
a man driven by responsibilities, 
with little time left for indulging 
in eccentricities, His present lec- 
ture tour requires some 500 miles 
of traveling each day and in addi- 
tion to this travel and the actual 
time consumed in giving lectures, 
he is faced with writing and giv- 
ing his daily broadcast—‘News 
of the World With Robert St. 
John”—heard each morning over 
KSD at nine a.m. 

“My present radio program will 
change form on April 1,” St. John 
explained. “Now I give part of 
it up to spot news of the day, but 
on the first of next month I begin 
a new one called ‘Facts and 
Faces.’ In that I will talk about 
the every-day people of the earth, 
the personalities that interest 
me.” 


With a tremendous interest in 
everybody and everything, St. 
John on a special KSD broadcast 
the other evening wove a sample 
of his new program into his 
broadcast. He told of watching 
children living in shacks along 
the railroad tracks that lead into 
St. Louis and being struck with 
the joy the kids got from blowing 
those new glycerine bubbles. 


“It was for me the epitome of 
man’s eternal search for beauty in 
the midst of poverty,” he explained. 
“It brought back to me a curly- 
haired little girl in the hospital 
in Argos, Greece, whimpering in 
the dark all night for her dolly 
while her right arm hung in 
blackened tatters. It brought back 
the thousands of Australian sol- 
diers lying on the deck of a boat 
taking them out of the hell of 
Crete and dreaming of the peace 
of Melbourne and Sydney.” 

Once the youngest newspaper 
publisher in the middle-west, St. 
John left his paper in Cicero, IIL, 
when he came out on the losing 
end of a fight with Capone gang- 
aters. 

“They beat the hell out of me 
and took my brotner for a ride,” 
he says. “Then I went to work 
on papers in the East, later joined 
the Associated Press and then re-

When war clouds 
blacken over Europe, St. John 
gave up his chickens. Six years 
later after covering 29 countries, 
he came home, “to the land where 
you use soap instead of eau de 
cologne.” 

By the time he came back to 
the United States and his news 
analysis programs for NBC, he 
had written two books. One was 
the successful “From the Land of 
Silent People” which began with 
the “Bloody Sunday” bombing of 
Belgrade by. the Nazis in April of 
1941. The second wag the novel, 
“It’s Always Tomorrow.” The ma- 
terial for this novel St. John drew 
from his own background as a 
war correspondent, It is the story 
of a hard-boiled Chicago newsman

sent off to Poland to cover World 
War II, the story of a guy who 
had been around plenty in his 
short career but who had never 
stopped to peek into the reality 
behind the people and the stories 
he made into the headlines. Into 
this novel went some of St. John’s 
experiences from the time he cov- 
ered the German invasion of Po- 
land through the great blitz of 
London in 1940. 

St. John is in demand as a lec- 
turer today because he has a facil- 
ity for painting the human side 
of war and its aftermath without 
seeming to choke his point down 
people’s throats, This skill is il- 
lustrated by the story in his book 
of his return to New York after 
years in ravaged Europe: 

“New York is ablaze with lights. 
The lights of electric signs, and 
the lights of office buildings, 
homes and automobiles, But back 
in the Jand of silent people mil- 


lions live In perpetua darxness— 
literally and figuratively 

“Child’s restaurant on Madison 
avenue at noon. Crowds of peo- 
ple, who never have known and 
probably never will know what 
hunger really is, sit around tables 
trying to decide whether to spend 
28 cents for corned beef and pota- 
toes and rolls or 29 cents for ham 
and eggs and rolls 

“The subway at rusr hour. 
They're all reading newspapers 
announcing that 65,000,000 men 
have been killed on the eastern 
front. They’re impressed with 
figures like that. Five million! 
It really does sound like a war, 
doesn’t it? It must be terrible. 
But how about those little items 
at the bottom of a column that 
few people even bother to read? 
Corfu had a slight air raid today 
They'll never know, these people 
who seem to me so unaware, what 
human tragedy is buried between 
the lines of those insignificant 
little items .they don't even bother 
to read. 

“A crowd around the window 
of & smart shop in the Forties, 
reading a startling announcement: 
Warning: If you don’t feed your 
puppy Doggie Woggies, our Spe- 
cial new vitamin biscuit his hair 
won't be shiny and his diet won't 
be balanced. He May even die.”

St. John’s beard is gravin an 
he’d like to go hese ro Fa 
chickens, but he’s still trying to 
tell people the truth about war. 
He is particularly encouraged by 
the breadth of vision of the young 
people of the United States. At 
Washington University his half- 
hour lecture stretched into three 
hours, because the students asked 
s0 many questions afterwards 
that the proposed short open for- 
um ran on for another two and 
one-half hours. He was particu- 
larly encouraged, he says, by the 
interest the young people of the 
University exhibited in racial and 
religious tolerance. 

“It is so encouraging to see that 
here,” St. John says, “because 
there is more anti-Semitism in 
Europe today than there was in 
1940.” 

In all his travels in Europe 
St. John mastered no foreign 
languages, says today he speaks 
only one language—the truth. He 
told a story of the chairman at 
one of his lectures who reminded 
him that he was speaking after 
dinner. The chairman admonished 
him to make his remarks pleasant, 
and thus not to disturb his listen- 
ers’ digestion. 

“I didn’t make my remarks 
pleasant in that lecture,” St. John 
says, tugging at the foliage on his 
face, “I told them what I saw and 
heard and smelled, and just a bit 
of what I thought. I made it as 
honest and accurate as I could.”

Though there was nothing to 
the play, 13 tricks being there 
for the cashing, it is to be doubt- 
ed that many pairs in the North- 
South positions would reach the 
grand-slam contract. North would 
be under the constraint of having 
no ace, and South would naturally 
be impressed by his own inability 
to win a single trick outside of 
his aces, 

Yet, though this particular 
North-South pair were not using 
any four-no-trump convention to 
locate or announce aces, they 
reached the “optimum” contract 
with admirable directness and 
safety. North, of course, had 
no great problem. His holding 
virtually guaranteed that South 
could not have soundly opened 
with one no trump, lacking two 
aces. Yet, there was the posst- 
bility, North realized, that 
South’s hand was 

@10xx QYAJIO $J98x MAKI 
but this was just about the only 
combination of cards that would 
brin; South within the range of 
the honor-trick requirement. Even 
this would be a shade short for 
a vulnerable no trump, and in any 
case the probability that South 
had at least three aces made 
North’s leap to the small slam 
the overwhelming choice. 

When the six no trump got 
around to South, that player had 
to use imagination to justify his 
jeopardizing the small slam for 
the 750 extra points that would 
accrue from the far riskier ef- 
fort. Nevertheless, because South 
knew that his partner could not 
have counted on him for all four 
aces, and therefore had made his 
jump in the full expectation of 
conceding an ace, the grand-slam 
bid became a completely logical 
action. It was not so much that 
South had one-half an honor-trick 
more than his opening bid an- 
nounced; it was the very special 
implication of North’s aceless 
slam bid that guided North.
